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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 72 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent form for 
failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the 
claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the 
claim(s) in independent form. Claim 72 depends from claim 58. Claim 58 specifies, "the label is 
attached to the nucleotide via a cleavable linker." However, dependent claim 72 specifies, "said 
label is attached directly to said nucleotide." Such language is deemed to further broaden, not 
limit, the scope of claim 58 from which it depends. 

Drawings 

2. New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 1 2 1 (d) are required in this 
application because: 

a. The lettering is not of proper size, uniform density, and well-defined in Figure(s) 
1-11. See 37 CFR 1.84 (1) and (p)(l) - (5). ("Numbers, letters, and reference characters 
must measure at least .32 cm (1/8 inch) in height.") 

b. Each panel needs to be individually labeled, e.g., FIG. 4A, 4B, 8A, and 8B. See 
37CFR1.84(u)(l)and (2), 

3. Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside 
the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. The 
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corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 58-87 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

6. Claims 58-87 have been newly added via the response of 28 October 2009. Claim 58 is 
the sole independent claim currently pending. For convenience, claim 58 is reproduced below. 
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7. Attention is directed to MPEP 904.0 1 . 



The breadth of the claims in the application should always be carefully noted; that is, the 
examiner should be fully aware of what the claims do not call for, as well as what they do 
require. During patent examination, the claims are given the broadest reasonable 



interpretation consistent with the specification. See In re Morris, 127 F.3d 1048, 44 
USPQ2d 1023 (Fed. Cir. 1997). See MPEP § 21 1 1 - § 21 16.01 for case law pertinent to 
claim analysis. (Emphasis added.) 
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8. Claim 58 has been construed as encompassing the simultaneous sequencing of a 
multitude of different nucleic acid molecules in a simultaneous manner. The multitude of 
different nucleic acid molecules can be all in solution, partly in solution, as well as be 
immobilized on a single spot of a solid support. 

9. Claim 58 has also been construed as encompassing the sequencing a said multitude of 
different nucleic acid molecules where the incorporated labeled nucleotide(s), unincorporated 
labeled nucleotides, and cleaved labels are al present in the same solution. A review of the 
disclosure fails to find where any nucleic acid, much less a multitude of different nucleic acids 
are sequenced, in part or in whole (e.g., the simultaneous sequencing of all of the chromosomes 
of any life form in a single step) where the label is retained. 

10. A review of the disclosure fails to find where applicant has enabled the use of any 
devices that would permit such sequencing. While page 59-60 do present forward-looking 
statements as to how possible devices for detection could potentially be configured, the 
specification does not enable the production and use of said devices that are required for the 
detection of a multitude of nucleic acids- be they in solution or immobilized. Further, the 
specification has not enabled temperature control, or fluid communication and fluid control 
means required to effect accurate and reproducible sequencing of a multitude of nucleic acids in 
a simultaneous manner. 

11. As set forth at page 11, lines 1-2, of the specification: "sequencing will involve 
incorporation of bases at consecutive positions which are separated from their labels by 
extraordinary long linkers " (emphasis added). It is noted with particularity that the claims do not 
require that the linkers be of any particular length, much less be "extraordinarily long." 
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12. In accordance with claims 61, 62, and 65-67 numerous labels, including quencher 

moieties are recited. The specification has not been found to set forth reaction conditions under 

which each of these specified/claimed reagents are to be used in the claimed method whereby 

any number of nucleic acids are sequenced in solution or mixed together on a support in a 

simultaneous manner. The situation at hand is analogous to that in Genentech v. Novo Nordisk 

A/S (Fed. Cir. 1997) 42 USPQ2d 1001. As set forth in the decision of the Court: 

"'[T]o be enabling, the specification of a patent must teach those skilled in the art 
how to make and use the full scope of the claimed invention without undue 
experimentation.' In re Wright 999 F.2d 1557, 1561, 27 USPQ2d 1510, 1513 
(Fed. Cir. 1993); see also Amgen Inc. v. Chugai Pharms. Co., 927 F. 2d 1200, 
1212, 18 USPQ2d 1016, 1026 (Fed Cir. 1991); In re Fisher, Ml F. 2d 833, 166 
USPQ 18, 24 (CCPA 1970) ('[T]he scope of the claims must bear a reasonable 
correlation to the scope of enablement provided by the specification to persons of 
ordinary skill in the art.'). 



"Patent protection is granted in return for an enabling disclosure of an invention, 
not for vague intimations of general ideas that may or may not be workable. See 
Brenner v. Manson, 383 U.S. 519, 536, 148 USPQ 689, 696 (1966) (stating, in 
context of the utility requirement, that 'a patent is not a hunting license. It is not a 
reward for the search, but compensation for its successful conclusion.') Tossing 
out the mere germ of an idea does not constitute enabling disclosure. While every 
aspect of a generic claim certainly need not have been carried out by an inventor, 
or exemplified in the specification, reasonable detail must be provided in order to 
enable members of the public to understand and carry out the invention. 

"It is true . . . that a specification need not disclose what is well known in the art. 
See, e.g., Hybritech, Inc. v. Monoclonal Antibodies, Inc., 802 F.2d 1367, 1385, 
231 USPQ 81, 94 (Fed. Cir. 1986). However, that general, oft-repeated statement 
is merely a rule of supplementation, not a substitute for a basic enabling 
disclosure. It means that the omission of minor details does not cause a 
specification to fail to meet the enablement requirement. However, when there is 
no disclosure of any specific starting material or any of the conditions under 
which a process can be carried out, undue experimentation is required; there is a 
failure to meet the enablement requirement that cannot be rectified by asserting 
that all the disclosure related to the process is within the skill of the art. It is the 
specification, not the knowledge of one skilled in the art, that must supply the 
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novel aspects of an invention in order to constitute adequate enablement. This 
specification provides only a starting point, a direction for further research. 
(Emphasis added) 

13. It is noted with particularity that narrowing limitations found in the specification cannot 
be inferred in the claims where the elements not set forth in the claims are linchpin of 
patentability. In re Philips Industries v. State Stove & Mfg. Co, Inc., 186 USPQ 458 (CA6 
1975). While the claims are to be interpreted in light of the specification, it does not follow that 
limitations from the specification may be read into the claims. On the contrary, claims must be 
interpreted as broadly as their terms reasonably allow. See Ex parte Oetiker, 23 USPQ2d 1641 
(BPAI, 1992). 

14. For the above reasons, and in the absence of convincing evidence to the contrary, claims 
58-87 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the enablement 
requirement.
